Dear '^ohn, 

Your and Don Edwards* concern over what ^'^ese might do prompts me to call 
to your attention what he has done and about wliich he lias not been truthful. He 
states tliat it would liavo been iuproper for the BBI and Criminal Division to do 
any investigating in the absence of proof of violation of federal law. Ho says tliat 
the EDI director, Jludgii Webster, agrees. I*ve seen no denial from Judge Webster and 
both luive to know tliat heese lied. J. Edgar /hoover is my autliority. I enclose p. 98 
of Volume 5 of the Vlarren Commission's publi.shed hearings. Hoover is quite specific 
♦n statin^; that '*the President lias a right to request the Bgreau to make special 
investigations" and tliis is the kind of investigation the EBI coiiducted in the JFK 
assassination. Its massive investigation if fi4ed under file classification 62, ‘.^hich 
altliough amended since that time includes "ndminiatrative Inquiry.** The copy of its 
list of file classifications I also enclose is probably out of date, but tliis actuality 
is unclionged. If tliere is an investigation in .ihicli you are involved you may find 
other uses for tliis list btjcause several of these classifications are used for 
hiding wliat the EDI doei not want produced on search, including the **admat,** 66, 

Ji^ere it hides surveillances, especially electronic, ‘*00. Laboratory Research 
Matters,** used by the field offices for special kinds of hiding because tliey file 
this laboratory information in the main case files, and '*9^1-. Research Matters,'* 
used at EBH1««4 to hide lobbying, leeDcLng, information on the press and things like 
that, also at least in ^over*s day, for the Director's correspondence. 

\ihile the Attorney General and tlie EDI Director wore seeing to it that there 
was no investigation of the current scandal and, if he didn*t know, nobody was telling 
the President that such investigations are conducted at his reciuest, at least one 
of his staff was busily engaged in shredding records some of wliich might not exist 
anywhere else. 

I also enclose the Department *s 11/26/06 letter to me because in its second 
paragraioh that tbi Criminal Division has **non-investigatory records** is stated. 

This reminded me of \hitergate and one of the Department and Pi£[ means of 
withholding infer. ation while providing it, withholding until interest is past. I 
suggest tliat the enclosed pages from the Honate confirmation hearings on Pat '^ray 
may ijidicate what^S^n those missing 18 minutes of Nixon's tapes. Pat *^ray'3 
6/19/72 letter to Haldeman, delivered, as I recall, as soon jaDTliS he and Nixon 
wore back from Key Biscoyne the first working day after the breakin, indicates at 
least in 'lart wliat Nixon knew and when ho knew it. Howard B^uit, by the way, was no 
stranger to him. They woticed together in planning; the Bay of Pigs fiasco, according 
to Hunt. 

My health was more impaired the last time I was at your office than I then 
realized and since shortly thereafter I've not been able to drive to Washington. 

And that I have tl? sit with ray legs elevated does not inprove my typing! 

You've been doing some fine things. May you be able to for a long time more!
